LEGISLATIVESUMMARY.—The Sen- 
ate yesterday was occupied in the 
consideration of the question ofusury, 
upon which the Legislature is much 
divided in opinion. Mr. Marler, of 
Yadkin, on Thursday, opened the 
debate in an able speech in defence 
of a low rate of interest,'claiming that 
the want of prosperity in the State 
to-day was attributable to the extor- 
tion practiced by the monied men 
upon the wants of the people. He 
was followed yesterday by Mr. Bus- 
bee, of Wake, in anexhaustive speech 
of an hour and three-quarters advoca- 
ting free money. He deprecated the 
effort to restrict money and thus drive 
it outofthe State. In addition to the 
points given by the Reporter in the 
Senate proceedings, Mr. Busbee said 
the system if agricultural advances 
was ruining the farmers, because they 
were compelled to buy at such rates 
as thecommission merchants charged 
or starve. If they could borrow 
money for what it was worth and 
buy their supplies for cash they 
would save from 40 to 50 per cent. 
perannum. He alluded to the dif- 
ference between cash prices and 
credit prices, and farmers were forced 
to buy on credit because they could 
not borrow the cash, as it was not to 
be had. He said that he was sus- 
tained in this view by every farmer 
with whom he had conversed. 

The discussion of the question will 
be resumed Monday morning at 11} 
o’clock, and it is understood that 
President Armfield will take the 
floor in opposition to the views ex- 
pressed by Mr. Busbee. 

In the House yesterday a large 
number of private bills were passed, 
and astill larger number rejected. 
There was more work accomplished 
than of any day of the session. 
The bill concerning the city of Ral- 
eigh, introduced by Mr. Strong, was 
passed under a suspension of the 
rules, ordered to be engrossed and 
sent to the Senate. It will doubtless 
pass that body to-morrow. The op- 
position to the bill in the House was 
decidedly weak, only the colored eie- 
ment, (old Thorne, of course, inelud- 
ed,) taking an active part against it. 
This is one of the most important 
bills, in our opinion, that has passed 
the General Assembly this session,

erty holders of Wilmington. 


Poverty in the Land. 


Hard times prevailf all over the 
country, but the destitution in New 
York city is said to be something 
appalling. Never in the history of 
that city has there been such a con- 
stantly-increasing army of homeless, 
unemployed ones. The many benev- 
olent institutions are taxed to their 
utmost, and the papers daily make 
demands for means to fill the ex- 
hausted coffers of the charitable as- 
sociations. Collections are taken up 
on Sundays inthe churches to buy 
food and clothing for the starving 
poor; and the ladies of the different 
congregations meet daily in the 
churech-rooms, and sew, and distrib- 
ute articles among the needy, with- 
out regard to creed, or caste, or kind. 

In Jersey City, Brooklyn, and New 
York, alone, are 600,000 people crowd- 
ed into tenement houses, often forty 
or fifty families living in one tene- 
ment! There are 170,000 people liv- 
ing in 2,700 tenements ; and, with all 
that public and private charity can 
do, how are these people to be fed and 
clothed while thrown out of work? 
The increase of crime and evil-doing 
is owing to the increased pauperism. 
‘, he rich have responded generously; 
wealthy ladies have gone in their 
carriages, and personally bestowed 
money, and given other help ; but the 
attempts have been spasmodic, and 
the many benevolent organizations 
cannot begin to succor all the needy 
poor. Frequently families are picked 
up on the streets because of unpaid 
rents, and who have literally neither 
food, clothing, nor shelter. It is now 
a serious problem with thoughtful 

eople what is to become of all these 
Legueienth hungry poor, with ranks 
constantly growing larger.— Wash. 
Star.

THE USURY BILL. 


The Usury Bill coming up as up- 
finished business, 

Mr. Busbee said the great and cry- 
ing evil in this State to-day was the 
need of a greater volume of currency. 
Any law that would place more 
money in circulation and give it grea- 
ter freedom would benefit the people 
and the business of North Carolina. 
He believed any law restricting 
the rate of interest was det- 
rimental to the best interests 
of the State. The nations to-day 
of the highest order of civilization 
had no usury laws upon their statute 
books. Spain was the only nation in 
the old world that had stringent usu- 
ry laws, and it was behind all others 
— prosperi- 
ty. Money would loaned where 
the greatest rate of interest could be 
obtained. Adopt this usury bill,and 
restrict the rate of interest to six per 
cent., and what money we have will 
be driven from the State. The peo- 
ple of North Carolina to-day have in 
the State of Virginia some $2,000,000, 
loaned there because a greater rate of 
interest can be obtained than is 
allowed in this State. He obtained 
this information from a Norfolk 
banker, wl:o Knew what he was talk- 
ing about. The question of supply 
and demand would regulate every- 
thing, and in no instance where the 
experiment of free money had been 
tried had it not regulated itself and 
the rate of interest become low. This 
stringent law affected the poor man — 
it forced property into the market, 
and this property was bought by the 
monied men at a terrible sacrifice to 
the poor man. North Carolina need- 
ed above all things else capital to de- 
velop the many resources that lie 
hidden in her bosom, to open up the 
wealth of her mines and to display 
to the world the riches that were now 
lying dormant. He was not argu- 
ing in favor of the banks or the 
monied men of the State; he was 
advocating what he considered the 
best interests of the whole peoplc¢. 
This Legislature can fix a rate of in- 
terest, but it would prove a dead let- 
ter. It would be violated every day, 
and could not be enforced. If this 
Legislature could force a rate of in- 
terest and thereby place money at 
the command of the borrower at this 
rate of interest, he would vote for 
even lower rates than six per cent. 
Why not place it at three per cent? 
The Legislature might as well try 
to regulate the course of the sun as to 
regulate the money of the land. It 
could isolate North Carolina from her 
sisterhood of States in a finaneial or 
business sense, but it could not 
regulate the price of money. He 
wanted the people of North Carolina 
relieved, and he proposed to offer an 
amendment, if this bill passed, pre- 
venting any merchant or trader from 
charging more than fifteen per cent. 
This was as feasible as the proposition 
to compel a man to sell his money at 
six per cent. or to prevent a man from 


‘pa ring more. Let us have an estab- 
is 


1ed rate of interest where no writ- 
ten contract was made, but otherwise 
leave men to trade as they thought fit. 
The Senator continued his remarks 
for the space of an hour and three- 
quarters.

Col. Wm. L. Saunders, of the Wil- 
mington Journa!, having been in 


‘Raleigh during the past week, has 


this to sayin an Editorial Corres- 
pondence, under date of Thursday, 
on the Convention question : 


‘The friends of the measure are ac- 
tive and zealous, and will leave no 
stone unturned to effect their purpose. 
The action of the Executive Commit- 
teeshows the sentiment of the party 
generally throughout the State, to be 
favorable tothe call. And in addi- 
tion to this, another powerful argu- 
ment has been adduced in favor of 
Convention by the publication of the 
decision of the Supreme Court in the 
contest between Judges Hilliard and 
Moore, of the East, and between 
Judges Cloud and Wilson of the West, 
for the judgeship in their respective 
districts. 

It will be remembered thatthe last 
Legislature ordered an election to fill 
the vacancies in these districts, but 
that Judges Moore and Cloud, the in- 
cumbents, insisted there was no va- 
cancy to fill. The elecftons were held 
in pursuance of law, however. and 
Hilliard and Wilson elected, and duly 
commissioned by Governor Brogden. 
The wish of the people, and of the 
Legislature, having thus been de- 
feated by the Court, people are begin- 
ning to enquire whether the Court 
ought nst to be abolished? Many 
men are unwilling to trust their lives 
and fortunes and liberties in the 
hands of men who have shown so 
much devotion to party as certain 
members of the Supreme Court have 
done, and whe can be dislodged from 
their present position at an early day 
only by a Convention. It is probable 
that final action will be taken next 
week, and the Convention will be 
called unless reppresentative men of 
our friends at the North and West say 
to the Legislature that Grant’s recent 
violent usurpations of power have 
put the existence of the national gov- 
ernment in danger; in a word, that 
the battle for constitutional liberty ir 
America has ree begun, and in
